BUTTE, Mont., .June 9 —Twelve bod­ 
ies have been recovered from the Spec­ 
tacular mine, near, here, which was 
swept by underground lire earlv this 
morning. 
Out of 425 men in the mine 
at the time the fire brok e out, more 
than two-thirds are unaccounted for. 
Officials fear that 150 men are dead 
and little hope is held out for the re­ 
covery of 200 others trapped in the 
mine. 
Rescue cans are being rushed from 
Billings, Mont., and points in Colorado 
to the scene. 
Car No. 5 is expected by 
noon, but car No. 2, now in Colorado, 
will not arrive until 
late 
tonight. 
Butte has one of the best rescue or­ 
ganizations in the country and with 
Federal aid, it is hoped to save m any 
of the entombed men. The fire sta rt­ 
ed in the 2400-foot level of the Spe« 
tacular mine and spread quick ly
